Cargo container filled with

Agents with Canadian 
border service have discov- 
ered more than 43-kilo- 
grams of cocaine below the 
fake bottom of a cargo con- 
tainer aboard a flight that 
landed at Pearson Interna- 
tional Airport last month. 

The CBSA officially an- 
nounced the seizure today 
at a press conference. 


The shipping container 
originated from flight from 
Trinidad and Tobago.

below the floor, they found

“CBSA officers are always 
on the lookout for contra- 
band,” CBSA acting region- 
al director general Norm 
Sheridan said. “This seizure 
demonstrates our commit- 
ment to Canadians.”

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Peel Doctor Asks Residents to Take Precau- 
tions as Temperatures Rise

Because high heat and 
humidity pose health risks 
to many people, the Region 
of Peel is reminding resi- 
dents to take precautions as 
the temperatures rise this 
spring and summer, espe- 
cially from 10 am to 4 pm. 

Residents with the great- 
est risks of heat-related ill- 
ness are infants and young 
children, seniors, people 
with chronic diseases, and 
those who the homeless,” 
said Dr. Monica Hau, As- 
sociate Medical Officer of 
Health at the Region of 
Peel. 

“Please take extra pre- 
cautions to keep cool, and 
be watchful of friends, fam- 
ily and neighbours who may 
be vulnerable,” she said. 

The hot weather didn’t 
stop some residents from 


going about their daily rou- 
tines. 

Some jogged their usu- 
al routes while others, like 
Aisling McKeown, busied 
herself with sweeping the 
stairway at her parents’ 
home as the sun shone 
overhead. 

McKeown said that it’s 
easy to know when you're 
running the risk of heat ex- 
haustion because you stop 
sweating. 

“You have to remind 
yourself to drink water,” she 
explained. “When you're 
sweating, your body is do- 
ing what it’s supposed to do. 
When you stop sweating, 
youre in the danger zone.” 

Heat related illnesses in- 
clude, heat stroke, heat ex- 
haustion, and dehydration. 

Be aware of and watch 
those around you for symp- 
toms such as dark yellow 


urine, dizziness, fainting, 
vomiting, rapid breathing, 
rapid heart rate, extreme 
thirst, and decreased urina- 
tion. 

If you are someone you 
notice is experiencing those 
symptoms, get help to cool 
down with fluids, rest and 
getting to a cool area and if 
the symptoms remain, seek 
medical attention and call 
gil. 

If someone is experienc- 
ing confusion, loss of con- 
sciousness, not sweating or 
high body temperature, call 
911 immediately. 

In a media release, the 
Region offered several tips 
to stay safe 

*Drink plenty of fluids, 
especially water. 

eAvoid strenuous activi- 
ties between 10 a.m. and 4 
p-m., when the sun is at its 
hottest. 

eWear lightweight and 


loose-fitting clothing. 

eNever leave children, se- 
niors or pets unattended in 
a parked car. 

*Follow the recommen- 
dations of a health care 
provider if you are taking 
any medications or have a 
health condition. 

eTake cool showers or 
baths, or use cool, wet tow- 
els on the face, neck and/or 
arms. 

Every summer, there are 
stories about the tragic con- 
sequences of doing so. Don’t 
forget to check in on people 
such as elderly neighbours 
and family members. 

During extreme heat, res- 
idents can also stay cool by 
visiting a nearby air-condi- 
tioned library or one of the 
many community centres in 
any of the cities.

Cabbies slam ‘game-playing’ councillors after voting delay on plates

Peel cabbies left 
Mississauga council 
chambers in a_ huff 
Wednesday after 


councillors put off a vote 
on whether to issue 250 
new taxi plates. 


“They’re playing 
games,” said Sami 
Khairallah, spokesman 


for the Peel Taxi Alliance. 
“They're supposed to 
rescind that decision and 
Carolyn (Parrish) decided 
to put in on for next 
Wednesday. We'll be here 
next Wednesday for that 
decision,” he said. 
Hundreds of cabbies 
took time off from their 
work to pack the council 
chambers again this week 
in a show of force aimed 
at convincing concillors 
to drop the idea of issuing 
any more new plates. 
They were expecting 
members to deal with the 
issue at the Wednesday 
June 14, 2017 general 
committee meeting. 


Instead, it’s being put 
off to next week’s council 
meeting. 

Ward 5. Councillor 
Carolyn Parrish told the 
packed council chamber 
she'll recommend = a 
revised number of new 
issues from 250 to just 38 
at a vote to be held next 
Wednesday morning, 
“put there will be no vote 
on that today,” she said. 

As cabbies flooded 
out of the chambers en 
masse, there was clear 
frustration evident in the 
delay. 

Parrish’s revised 
number offered little 
comfort to existing plate 
owners who’ve seen the 
value of their taxi assets 
plummet since services 
like Uber were given the 
blessing to operate in the 
City. 

“What these guys are 
doing by issuing plates 
is beyond understanding. 
They are very ill informed 


about the consequences 
of this,” said one driver 
who identified himself 
only as ‘Peter’. 

Drivers, already 
hurting from competition 
by ridesharing services, 
are bitterly opposed to 
the issuance of 250 new 
plates they say will ‘flood 
the market’ with even 
more competition. 

“The plate right now 
average rent is two to 
$300.00 per month. You 
flood the market, you 
flood the market, and the 
average income is going 
to go down more than 
$1000.00 a month,” he 
said. 

There’s currently an 
18-month pilot project in 
place allowing services 
like Uber to operate in 
Mississauga. 

Critics of the project 
say there will be little left 
of the city’s taxi industry 
by the time the pilot 
project ends.

Some drivers have 
floated the idea of a class 


action lawsuit against 
the City if there’s no 
compensation offered 
owners. 


Khairallah says that’s 
on hold for now pending 
a decision by the City 


on whether ridesharing 
services will be allowed 
to operate permanently 
once the pilot project is 
over. 

“Exactly, if there is 
compensation for the 
business loss when 
Uber came. If there’s a 


compensation - package, 
that would solve the 
issue. Probably, the cabs 
will be able to compete 
with Uber,” he told Peel 
Daily News. 
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Brampton Glass Manufacturer 
Fined $100,000 for Accident 


A _ bottle-manufacturing 
company in Brampton 
is feeling the heat after 
pleading guilty and being 
fined $100,000 as a result 
of a worker suffering a 
permanent injury. 

On February 27, 2016, 
an employee was working 
at the industrial site in the 
bottle forming department 
of O-I Canada Corporation’s 
glass-manufacturing facility, 
located at 100 West Drive. 

The employee and a 
machine operator were 
working on a machine known 
as the Individual Section 
(IS) bottle making machine, 
which produces 100 bottles 
per minute by forming 
molten “gobs” of glass at 
1,200 degrees Celsius. 

The worker and_ the 
machine operator were 
jointly performing a standard 
operating procedure which 
included inspecting bottles 
and changing all neck rings 
and plungers. 

Toward the completion 
of the task, the worker was 
removing rings from the 
front of the machine and lost 
sight of one of the rings. 

The machine operator 
closed the mold so that the 


worker could reach in and 
retrieve the ring. 

While the worker was 
reaching in, the mold moved 
from the closed position to 
the open position. 

When the mold opened, 
this pinched the worker’s 
hand between the mold and 
a shaft for several minutes, 
until a co-worker used a 
switch to close the mold 
again. 

When the mold closed, the 
worker was able to remove 
the hand but suffered critical 
crush and burn injuries 
that required surgery and 
resulted in permanent 
injury. 

A Ministry of Labour 
investigation followed. It 
was found that the defendant 
failed to ensure that control 
switches or other control 
mechanisms were locked 
out and failed to ensure that 
other effective precautions 
were taken to prevent the 
starting of mold-opening 
motion that could endanger 
a worker. 

The defendant failed to 
ensure compliance with 
section 76 of the Industrial 
Establishments Regulation, 
contrary to section 25(1)(c) 


of the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act. 

Section 76 of the 
regulation requires that 
where the starting of a 
machine, transmission 
machinery, device or thing 
may endanger the safety of 
a worker, control switches 
or other control mechanisms 
shall be locked out and 
other effective precautions 
necessary to prevent any 
starting shall be taken. 

As such, O-I Canada 
Corporation failed as an 
employer to ensure that the 
measures and _ procedure 
prescribed by Ontario’s 
Industrial Establishments 
Regulation were carried out 
at the workplace. 

O-I Canada Corporation 
was fined $100,000 
by Justice of the Peace 
Milagros Eustaquio-Syme in 
Brampton court on June 13, 
2017. 

The court also imposed 
a 25-per-cent victim fine 
surcharge as required by the 
Provincial Offences Act. 

The surcharge is credited 
to a_ special provincial 
government fund to assist 
victims of crime. 


High water levels still a cause for

Moore’s comments were 
directed towards Police Chief 
Jennifer Evans who made a 
presentation at council be- 
cause it is a matter that con- 
cerns law enforcement agen- 
cies and taxpayers. 


Police Chief Jennifer Evans 


Evans responded by say- 
ing police deal with gas sta- 
tion ‘pump and dash’ cases 
quite often. The Ontario As- 
sociation of the Chiefs of Po- 
lice has discussed the matter 
and there’s a general con- 
sensus that police resources 
can be better used. 


“We shouldn't be re- 


sponding. This should be 
legislated,” Evans said. 


The chief told council- 
lors the problem could be 
resolved by having people 
pre-purchase their fuel at 
the pump. But adds, “the 
people who run the gas sta- 
tions who make money on 
chocolate bars, chips and 
pop want people to come 
into the store.” 

Moore says, there needs 
to be a way to “force the oil 
companies to take the kind 
of theft reduction measures 
that they need to.” 

Peel Daily News has 
reached out to the Canadi- 
an energy industry and is 
awaiting a response to our 
story. 

Moore says rules are dif- 
ferent in the U.S. where 
police don’t normally chase 
petty theft cases involving 
gas stations. 

She says in the U.S, it’s 
the responsibility of the oil 
company to have a ‘pay-be- 
fore-you-pump’ service but 
not in Canada where, “they 
got you on video, they got 
your licence plate number 
and they'll use the police to 
hunt you down.” 

“When you look at some 
of the things that are hap- 
pening in our communities, 
shootings and _ stabbings, 
mental health, those are our 
priorities.” 

There are cases in which 
gas and dash cases prove 
deadly. 

In 2011 a Mississauga gas 
station attendant and father 
of two died when he tried 
to prevent a customer from 
driving away without paying.

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HST Hike _ [Red and white flowers bloom at 


a bad idea

Mayor Bonnie Crombie’s 
recent musings about a 
potential HST hike in the 
province to help pay for 
more affordable housing is 
a non-starter that should 
never see the light of day. 

If such an increase was 
carried through it could 
raise nearly $4 _ billion 
that Crombie says could 
be transferred to _ local 
governments across Ontario 
to help deal with the housing 
crunch. 

No doubt cities badly 
need revenue tools but 
there are other ways to raise 
money without persuading 
the province to hike the HST 
— a move that would almost 
certainly seal the political 
fate of the Liberals in the 
2018 June election. 

Canadians don’t _ like 
tax hikes and_ provincial 
governments that hike sales 
taxes usually pay the political 
price for it. The former NDP 
government in Manitoba 
raised the provincial sales 
tax one percentage point to 
eight per cent in 2013 and 
Premier Greg Sellinger was 
thrown out of office in an 
election last year. 

Newfoundland and New 
Brunswick hike sales taxes 
two percentage points in 
2016 and their provincial 
governments took a hit in 
the polls. 

The provincial Liberals 
would have to have their 
collective heads examined 
if they hike the HST in a 
budget next spring two 
months ahead of the 2018 
vote. 

When Kathleen Wynne 
became premier in 2013 
she stated firmly that she 
would not raise sales taxes 
or hike taxes on middle class 
families to pay for transit 
and other infrastructure. 


She probably still believes 
that and would turn a deaf 
ear on Crombie’s idea. 
Mississauga has some 
other options to raise money 


for housing. 
While the Liberals won’t 
extend the municipal 


land transfer tax to cities 
outside Toronto, Crombie 
and mayors of other 
GTA communities such 
as Durham, Brampton, 
Vaughan and Oakville could 
raise the lobbying pressure 
on the current government 
or the next one if their is 
a change in government 


next year. 
A low-debt city like 
Mississauga could issue 


municipal bonds to finance 
housing or go to the federal 
Infrastructure Bank being 
set up by the Trudeau 
government with concrete 
housing proposals. Speedier 
local approvals, rezoning 
and other moves could 
help boost the supply of 
affordable housing. 
Finally, Mississauga 
could sell off part of its stake 
in Alectra Utilities, the new 
power company formed 
by the recent merger of 
local utilities Enersource, 


Horizon Utilities, Hydro 
One Brampton and 
PowerStream. 


The province faced a cash 
crunch for transit and raised 
billions by selling offup to 60 
per cent of Hydro One and 
the Trudeau government 
has been studying whether 
to privatize the country’s 
airports to raise money for 
infrastructure. 

All said, there are plenty 
of ways to raise money 
without hitting consumers 
with an unpopular sales tax 
hike. Crombie should drop 
the idea.

Biking in The City: How Does It Move You?

Does cycling move you? 

The City Of Mississauga 
will be holding a public 
open house on June 21 at 
the Living Arts Centre to 
discuss that question, and 
are encouraging residents 
from across the city to weigh 
in with their opinions. 

City officials developed the 
Cycling Master Plan in 2010 
to create a framework that 
would shape a bikeable city. 

From 2010 - 2016, the 
Master Plan set out to 
overhaul existing trails 
and bicycle facilities, in an 
effort to create an expanded 
network that would provide 
access to key destinations 
like public transit hubs. 

During that time period, 
the city’s usable trails, bicycle 
lanes and shared routes have 
increased by nearly 20%. 

The Master Plan also 
included an initiative to look 


for available grant funding. 

A multi-use trail 
connecting the Streetsville 
GO Station to Thomas Street 
was completed in 2016, while 
a $3,757,000 Public Transit 
Infrastructure Fund grant 
from the federal government 
for cyclist and pedestrian 
access to the 
Mississauga 
Transitway 
and GO 
stations was 
received in 
March of this 
year. 

The City 
initiated a 
consultation 
process in 
2017 to make 
information 
more 
accessible 
and inclusive 
to the 
public, and 
provide more 


opportunities for 
communication and 
feedback. 

To that end, they created a 
site, DoesCyclingMoveYou. 
ca, to solicit input on the 
Master Plan and get people 
involved earlier in the 
project. 


The “Does Cycling Move 
You?” Open House will run 
from 3:30 — 7 p.m. in the 
BMO Room at the Living 
Arts Centre (4141 Living 
Arts Drive). Those unable 
to attend the June 21 public 
meeting will have another 
opportunity in September.

PDN sports recognizes and remembers 


PAUL COFFEY 


Peel’s greatest hockey player!! 


He turned 56 on June Ist.. 


During a storied NHL 
career, Malton born Paul 
Coffey consistently hit the 
heights—easily one of the 
greatest defencemen ever to 
play the game. For now and 
possibly forever, he’s the 
greatest hockey player ever 
to emerge from Mississauga. 

By the numbers: 

Coffey played 21 seasons 
in the NHL, won four 
Stanley Cups and was a 
14 time NHL All-Star. He 
won three James Norris 
Memorial Trophies as the 
league’s best blue liner. 

There’s more, much 
more: He played 1,409 NHL 
games, scoring 396 goals 
and adding 1,135 assists for 
1,531 points. 

Coffey also holds the 
NHL record for most points 
by a defenceman in the 


playoffs (196) and most 
goals by a defenceman in a 
single season, just missing 
50 in 85/86: he had 48 
that season. Five times in 
his career, he topped the 
100-point mark for a season. 

The kid from Malton first 
hit the ice as a “paperweight” 
playing house league in the 
MHL (Mississauga Hockey 
League). 

It didn’t take long for the 
future star to move up and 
be noticed. He played three 
seasons with the Ontario 
Hockey League’s Sault Ste. 
Marie Greyhounds. From 
there he was the Edmonton 
Oilers’ first pick in the 1980 
draft (sixth overall). He played 
in 72 games in his first season, 
accumulating 32 points (nine 
goals and 23 assists). 


Coffey was a force on 
an Edmonton team: the 
dynasty that included 
superstars Wayne Gretzky, 
Mark Messier, and Jari 
Kurri, winning three Stanley 
Cups: 1984,’85, ’87. 

After seven seasons in 
Edmonton, it was on to the 
Pittsburgh Penguins where 
he won his fourth Stanley 
Cup in 1991. His other NHL 
stops: Los Angeles, Detroit, 
Hartford, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, North Carolina, 
and Boston. 

Coffey also skated for 
Team Canada and was 
pivotal in three Canada Cup 
international wins: 1984, 
1987 and 1991. 

Four days after his 42nd 
birthday in 2003, he was 
inducted into the Mississauga 
Sports Hall of Fame. 


This Week in Sports History 


The New York Knicks 
won the NBA lottery and 
would go on to select 
Patrick Ewing out of 
Georgetown University 
with the No.1 overall 
pick. 

Ewing was a superstar at 
Georgetown, as they reached 
the championship game of 
the NCAA tournament in 
three out of the four years 
he played there, winning it 
all in 1984. 


Ewing would go on to 
have a great NBA career, as 
he was an 11-time all-star 
and was named one of the 
50 Greatest Players in NBA 
History. 

However, Ewing retired 
in 2002 without the one 
thing he truly wanted — an 
NBA championship ring. 

The NBA instituted the 
Lottery System in 1985 
due to the fact that it was 
speculated the Houston 


Rockets, among _ others, 
were throwing games late in 
the season to finish with the 
worst record and therefore 
secure the first pick. 

In the new system, each 
non-playoff team had an 
equal chance to obtain the 
first pick.

He gave up his job as a 
milkman in Orillia to join 
the Leafs in Toronto, but 
not before winning the Al- 
lan Cup with the local Terri- 
ers. “The Honest Milkman” 
as his Leaf mates called 
him, made his NHL debut 
at age 29 after persistent 
calls from scout and former 
junior teammate Gerry 
McNamara. 

On the strength of his 
booming shot, Alexander 
once won a scoring cham- 
pionship playing Senior 
hockey with the Colling- 
wood Shipbuilders. 


In Toronto, he provided 
solid defensive play for an 
up-and-coming Leaf team.

Rolling with New Pitch 


Soccer pitch planned for Mississauga

Mississauga residents will 
be getting a dedicated soc- 
cer pitch right in the heart 
of the city. 

Having helmed a suc- 
cessful pilot project last 
fall, the City of Mississauga 
announced today that it had 
entered into a multi-year 
agreement with The Daniels 
Corporation to build an 
outdoor boxed soccer pitch 
in the downtown core after 
a successful pilot project. 

The soccer pitch is to be 
named ‘Daniels Commu- 
nity Field’, and will be situ- 
ated at the corner of Living 
Arts Drive and Prince of 
Wales Drive for a minimum 
of three years. 

The pitch will be made 
from a welded aluminum 
design and will measure 15 
x 30 metres when com- 
pleted. It will include an 
artificial turf surface, soccer 
boards, two goals and 
netting. 

Ward 4 Councillor John 
Kovac said in a statement 
that he was excited to see 
the development of the 
pitch, as it was something 
he had envisioned for the 
area for several years. 

“As a soccer enthusiast 
and advocate of outdoor 
sports and recreation, I 
am thrilled to be able to 
announce this,” he said. 
“This is not just a public 
amenity, but a boxed soccer 
pitch that will rival the ones 
that I have seen in urban, 
European locales. 

Kovac stated that the 
pitch would be the first of 
its kind in Canada. 

The pitch will be trans- 
ferable to other locations, 
should Daniels require the 
use of the property before 
the completion of the nine- 
year agreement. 

“The feedback we re- 
ceived from the community 
was incredibly supportive,” 
said Mississauga Forestry 
and Parks Director Laura 


Piette. 

“Many felt that the pitch 
instilled a sense of com- 
munity, creating a place 
where residents of all ages 
and abilities could enjoy 
watching or playing soccer,” 
she said, noting that the city 
had received inquiriesfrom 
residents asking when the 
pitch would be put back up. 

“We knew we had back- 
ing from the community to 
pursue this initiative. Bring- 
ing back the pitch allows us 
to provide an outdoor space 
for play in an area where 
parkland is limited and 
population density is high,” 
she explained. 

The sponsorship arrange- 
ment would start on July 1, 
2017. 

“Daniels builds with a 
passion for creating vibrant 
communities, like the 
community we are cur- 
rently creating in Missis- 
sauga’s City Centre,” said 
Vice-President of Imple- 
mentation Jacob Cohen.” 

We are helping to build 
a stronger urban neigh- 
bourhood for all ages by 
supporting a lifestyle that 
includes physical activity.” 

The City will be respon- 
sible for the installation, 
maintenance and repair of 
the soccer pitch. 

Daniels will be respon- 
sible for the initial costs of 
the pitch, land preparation, 
landscaping, as well as 
lighting and seating. 

City staff decided not 
to formally program the 
pitch but instead encourage 
informal, drop-in soccer 
games. 

Daniels anticipates that 
the boxed soccer pitch 
will be in place late this 
summer.

Slight decrease in home transactions in Peel

The Brampton Real Estate 
Board (BREB) reports a 
slight decrease in month- 
over-month home transac- 
tions in Peel. Only Caledon 
had an increase in property 
values. 

On April 20, the Govern- 
ment of Ontario announced 
new measures to address hot 
housing markets, supply and 
affordability: there has been 
some impact, but is that 
because of the plan or the 
naturally occurring market 
forces and the time of year? 

“Yes the markets have 
changed. However, it is 
difficult to contribute these 
changes to the Provincial 


tionally enters an increase 
of property supply, known 
as the spring market just 
about the same time as the 
announcement from the 
Government,” said Denise 
Dilbey, president-elect of 
BREB. 

Calling this a balanced 
market, Dilbey said there 
were 1,120 home transac- 
tions in April in Brampton: 
in May there were 918. Cale- 
don had 119 home transac- 
tions in April and in May. 
Mississauga had 1,127 home 
transactions in April and 
1,071 in May. “Buyers now 
have time to shop around,” 
she added. 

The average sale price of 
detached home dipped in 
Brampton from $902,211 in 


It was a similar situation in 
Mississauga for a detached 
home: $1,237,499 in April; 
$1,136,083 in May. Cale- 
don had a slight increase 
from $1,077,006 in April to 
$1,190,527 in May. 

“However, these proper- 
ties range dramatically in 
property lot sizes, making if 
difficult to accurately predict 
a trend,” Dilbey said. 

It’s hard to say which 
market in Peel is the hottest. 
Homes spent a few more 
days on market in May, but 
all three are close together: 
Brampton at 11, Caledon at 
13 and Mississauga at 10. 
Single-family homes are still 
the best sellers by “value of 
sale.”

The longest continuous 
running road races in Peel 
went off without a hitch on 
the weekend of June 3-4 in 
Streetsville.

In spite of the rainy 
weather, nearly 1,000 
people showed up at the 
Streetsville Kinsmen Club in 
south Streetsville to run for 
the pure pleasure of running 
and to raise money for char- 
ities. 

Runners had their choice 
of participating in the 15k, 
5k or the 1k family run. 

In the 15k, Bonsa Gonfa of 
Toronto was the open win- 
ner with a time of 46:43 and 
received a cheque for $500. 
The female winner was De- 
hininet Jara also of Toronto 


with a time of 54:22 and also 
received a cheque for $500. 

The masters over 40 win- 
ner was Morgan McNichol 
in 56:52 in the male division 
and Loudmila Kortchaguina 
was the female winner in 
57:51. 

The top Mississauga run- 
ners were William McIntee 
in 1:02:48 and Wendy Turn- 
er in 1:06:32. 

The 5k had a very exciting 
finish line sprint featuring 
Evans Maikown of Hamil- 
ton and Phillip Parrot Mi- 
gas of Mississauga. Brown 
edged out Migas by three 
seconds with a time of 15 
minutes flat. Migas was a 
close second in 15:03. 

Foot speed is a common 
trait in the Migas family. 
Older brother Thomas com- 
pleted the distance in 20:12. 

The top female in the 5k 
was Lindsay Tessier of To- 
ronto with a time of 16:59. 


Both Maikown and Tes- 
sier received cheques for 
$500 for their efforts. 

The top masters over 40 
runner was Dave Corlett 
with a time of 17:06 and 
Laura Horwitt was the top 
masters female in 22:20, 
both of Toronto. 

The top Mississaugan 
male was Migas and the top 
female was Kinsley Curran 
with a time of 19:29. 

The most interesting part 
of the weekend series of rac- 
es was the inaugural Streets- 
ville Mile on Saturday morn- 
ing. 

Conceived by race orga- 
nizers as a way to boost at- 
tendance, the race had 212 
participants running full 
out, straight down Queen 
Street from Britannia Road 
to the Kinsmen Club. 

Hundreds of spectators 
who were waiting for the 
Bread & Honey Parade to 


commence were treated to 
a real display of running 
speed as 25 athletes broke 
the five-minute barrier con- 
sidered a real milestone at 
this distance. 

Sergio Raez Williams of 
Mississauga won the inau- 
gural event with a very quick 
time of 4:12. Dehininet Jara 
won the ladies division with 
a time of 5:05. Both athletes 
received $500 for their ef- 
forts. 

Race organizers received 
many positive comments 
about this new race. This is 
definitely a new and inter- 
esting distance on the road 
running scene. Organizers 
are considering posting an 
additional $500 prize for 
the athlete who can break 
four minutes at next year’s 
race.

These races are all about 
participation and human 
achievement. Patrick Calla- 
han, who has autism, com- 
peted in the 5k race and 
finished with a time of 32 
minutes. He is nine years 
old and completed the event 
with aid of two support 
workers from the Autism 
Society. 

Over $20,000 was raised 
for local charities including 
Trillium Health Partners, 
the Down Syndrome Asso- 
ciation of Peel, Peel Region 
EMS and the Mississauga Y.
